City Indicates

Against Church 


By taking no action Tuesday 
night, the Menlo Park city 
council indicated that it would 
probably not take the issue o! 
a use permit for Jehovah's Wit- 
ness church on Bay road, to the 
state supreme court. 

City Attorney James T. O’- 
Keefe reported that the state 
appelate court had reversed the 
decision of the superior court 


on the contested case. As ex- 
plained by the attorney, the 
court ruling that the permit 
should be granted, was a “‘fac- 


tual decision,” not 
principle of law. 
O’Keefe pointed out that 
although the city ordinance 
requiring off-street parking 
for churches had been chal- 
lenged on its constitutionali- 
ty, the court had upheld the 
city code. However, the 
judges found that the council 
had not interpreted the ordi- 
nance provisions correctly in 
voting 3 to 2 to deny the use

Menlo Park sales tax receipts 


showed an increase of approxi- 
mately 12 per cent during the 
last quarter of 1958 as com- 
pared with the last quarter of 


1957, City Manager John John- 


son reported this week. 


The figures showed that ap- 
proximately $4,600,000 worth 


of taxable business was done 
‘here during the final quarter 
of last year, as compared with 


approximately $4,100,000 worth 
during the corresponding per- 
iod in the preceding twelve- 
month. 

The city collects a one cent 
sales tax on every dollar 
spent in Menlo Park retail 
business and also gets taxes 
from other cities in the form 
of “use taxes” on money spent 
there for items to be used in 


| Menlo Park. 


The figure doesn’t neces- 
sarily mean that the average 
business house in Menlo 
Park increased its volume 12 
per cent in one year, or that 
the recession was over, or 
anything else, Johnson said. 

There have been new busi- 


| nesses added in town in the 


past year and fluctuations ‘in 
the amount of use tax money 
which the city gets cause signi- 
ficant changes. 

Johnson said that the figures 
are sufficiently high to justify 
an expectation of $175,000 in 
sales tax revenues for the cur- 


|rent fiscal year, which ends 


June 30. This would be slight- 
ly higher than last year’s in- 
come from the sales tax. 

He said the city might pro- 
ject a sales tax income of 
| $180,000, if revenues during 
‘the winter and spring quar- 
\ ters justify it. 

The revenues. of the sales 
taxaré tobe ‘spent to. finance 
construction of a youth center, 
police station and underpass, 
if an April bond issue is pas- 
sed by the voters. 

Thus, these projects could 
be undertaken without an in- 
crease in the property tax rate.

At the convention itself, Dr. 
Homfeld said, he became im- 
pressed anew with the fact that 
“Menlo Park is most fortunate 
in being able to support a pro- 
gram for children which is the 
envy of 90 to 95 per cent of 
the communities represented.” 

“It’s not only a matter of 
modern school buildings and 
nice weather,” the returning 
administrator pointed out, “al- 
though these things help. 

“These advantages allow us 
to get a selection off the top, 
as far as personnel is concern- 
ed. 

“But beyond this we have 
available in the schools and 
in the community a selection 
of educational materials and 
opportunities which are be- 
yond the dreams of most 
school administrators.”

of the major listening posts in 
the world. It has 12 walls. 

Officially called a duodecah- 
edon, the 12-sided building is 
unique in the library field. 
Mrs. Evelyn Bennett, librar- 
ian, reports that she “doesn't 
know of any other, anywhere.” 
Two other circular libraries 
have been built, one in River- 
side and one in England, she 
reports. 

The unique structure was de- 
signed by the local architecur- 
al firm of Daseking, Janssen 
and Keller. According to Wil- 
liam Keller. it was designed to 
best fit the available land, in 
the center of what will eventu- 
ally be the academic court of 
the new high school. The cir- 
eular’ shape also provides a 
much desired control for the 
librarian at her desk. She can 
gee everything that is going on 
in the room. 

' The library is a separate 
building unto itself. Being 12- 
sided, it gives a false impres- 
sion of being circular, Dimen- 
sions are 73 feet across—in any 
direction. Each wall is built 
of concrete brick, and is separ- 
ated from the next wall by pre- 
east bents which support the 
dome-shaped ceiling and roof.

Whenever you set them out 
however, there are certair 
steps to follow for complete 
success. 

First, choose a planting site 
that is well drained. Like most 
bulbs, the gladiolus won’ 
stand wet feet. A porous, ricl 
soil is much the best and poo: 

a Soil should have — libera 
amounts of compost or peat 
moss added. 

To insure a uniform plant- 
ing, make sure all bulbs are 
at an equal depth. Simplest 
way to do this is by digging 
a trench. Also he sure to set 
bulbs on an even keel since 
they are likely to grow at an 
angle if planted at one. 

Large bulbs go 4 to 6 inches 
ceep in loose soil, only 3 or 4 
inches in heavy soil. Space 
them about 4 inches apart ir 
single rows and where double 
rows are planted, stagger the
